SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The video recording Bisexual - Pissing Orgie is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The primary focus of the video is on male to male and male to female sexual activity, 
depicted in an explicit manner. Sexual activity includes urination onto the bodies of 
other participants. Due to the eroticised manner in which this is depicted, the 
publication promotes and supports the use of urine in association with sexual conduct. 

Excisions to the depictions of urination were recommended. If these excisions were 
made, the video would be restricted to an adult audience. However, the owner of the 
publication did not respond to the excision notice sent by the Classification Office. 

Section 14 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (the NZBR Act) protects freedom 
of expression. However, this video recording falls under the deeming provision s3(2)(d) 
of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. This provision takes 
precedence over s14 of the NZBR Act. 
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
